tine locale boasts an abundant 
number of the greatest horsemen of 
the 20th century—Gauchos—the na- 
tive Argentinian cowboy-farmers 
who work the Pampas. 


Oddly enough the Gauchos had 
to be taught to unlearn many of 
the riding habits they have spent 
their lives learning so that they 
could give absolutely authentic por- 
trayals of the Cossacks in action. 
For this job Hecht had a team of 
veteran Hollywood stuntmen spend 
more than six months training both 
horses and riders in Argentina. This 
particular job required as much 
diplomacy in dealing with the 
proud Gauchos as it did know-how 
and research. 

To prepare for some of the spec- 
tacular stunts involving both horses 
and riders Hecht had several tons 
of cork imported from Spain. The 
ground where the battle scenes were 
filmed was dug up and cork sub- 
stituted, with a thin layer of earth 
covering the cork to minimize the 
effect of falls on the players.

Brynner Ideal 
For Robust Role 


‘In ‘Taras Bulba’ 


When producer Harold Hecht 
was ready to cast the multi-million 
dollar production of “Taras Bulba,” 
the Panavision Eastmancolor film 
co-starring Tony Curtis and open- 
ies eho Coc at Chee seas Theatre, 
through United Artists release, his 
inspired choice for the title role was 
Yul Brynner. Of Russian descent 
and familiar with the story’s his- 
torical background, Brynner was 
ideal to play the lusty, legendary 
Cossack leader who fought to free 
his people from Polish oppression 
four centuries ago. 


The aura of mystery, fascination, 
fierce virility and exotic appeal 
that surrounds Brynner as a_per- 
former is not all theatrical illusion. 
He was born under Russian rule 
on Sakhalin Island in the Japanese 
Sea. His father, a Russian business 
man, had emigrated during the 
early twenties from the newly creat- 
ed Soviet Union to Siberia. When 
the family left Siberia for Peiping, 
China, Yul was sent to Paris for 
his education. After two years in 
school there, 13-year old Yul joined 
a group of young musicians and 
began earning his living by singing 
and playing the balalaika, but a 
gypsy urge to pursue the horizon 
was strong in him even then and 
he became an acrobat, aerialist and 
pantomime artist with a circus. A 
serious fall from a trapeze ended 
that chapter of his career, and re- 
turning to Paris, Yul toiled as an 
apprentice with a repertory com- 
pany. He supplemented his meagre 
income by singing and strumming 
the balalaika in Paris bistros, and 
resumed his formal education until 
he earned a Degree at the Sorbonne. 


By now Brynner knew the theatre 
was to be his life. He came to the 
United States in 1941 with a Mos- 
cow Art Theatre Group and stayed 
on in New York as a French lan- 
guage announcer for the Voice of 
America. 


During the next four years Bryn- 
ner directed and acted in experi- 
mental television, toured the coun- 
try as a Shakespearean actor and 
appeared on his own half-hour TV 
show in which he played a guitar, 
sang, and chatted with guests. 


In 1945 Brynner hit Broadway in 
“Lute Song” with Mary Martin. 
The musical led him to another 
stage production, “Dark Eyes.” 
Then, after appearing as a headline 
entertainer at the Carrere in Paris, 
he returned to New York where he 
built a reputation as one of the 
important directors and creators in 
television. But it was his acting role 
as the Siamese potentate of Rodgers 
and Hammerstein’s “The King and 
I’ which rocketed him to inter- 
national fame. It was also the first 
time he had been seen on the stage 
with the shaved head that is now 
his trademark.

It only took one and 
a half. In 1959 Hecht became a 
fully independent producer. His 
most recent films are “Separate 
Tables,” “The Young Savages” and 
“Birdman of Alcatraz.”

Today Curtis is acclaimed by 
critics and fans for the range, 
depth and versatility of his char- 
acterizations, but it was not always 
thus. 


Born Bernard Schwartz in New 
York City, Tony was educated in 
public schools and lacked one year 
of graduating from high school 
when World War II broke out. He 
joined the Navy, but after an acci- 
dent hospitalized him he was dis- 
charged and returned to New York 
to complete his high school educa- 
tion. 


During his Navy service he de- 
cided that he wanted to be an actor.

‘Taras Bulba’ Saga Filmed in Argentina, 
Used Crack Horsemen on Rugged Terrain 


Academy Award winning Producer Harold Hecht and Director J. Lee Thompson flew more 
miles than it takes to go around the world before settling on Salta, Argentina, as the base for 
locations for the multi-million dollar production of ““Taras Bulba,” the Panavision Eastmancolor 


film co-starring Tony Curtis and Yul Brynner, which opens 


through United Artists release. 


Among essential requirements for 
the drama of the Cossacks’ long 
and wild battles against the Poles 
for their freedom 400 years ago 
were a terrain that duplicated the 
Ukranian Steppes, some 10,000 
skilled horsemen and mounts, and 
suitable accommodations for some 
100 people within reasonable dis- 
tance from various locations. 


Hecht and Thompson flew to 
Greece, the Island of Rhodes, 
Yugoslavia, Italy, Austria, Bavaria, 
Spain, Mexico, Peru, and Chile, be- 
fore they finally found what they 
wanted in Salta, Argentina, an old 
Spanish colonial city of 120,000 
population in the foothills of the 
rugged, snow-capped Andes, some 
800 miles northwest of Buenos 
Aires, which could only be reached 
by road and plane. 


Salta, aside from duplicating the 
rugged terrain of the Ukraine, af- 
forded the producer the opportunity 
to accept the offer of full coopera- 
tion from the Argentine Army 
which supplied the sites on the 
great Salta Military Reservations 
for all the locations within six or 
seven miles of the city. The Cavalry 
supplied 1000 horses and riders, to 
portray Poles in the story. The 
Cossacks and Turks were portrayed 
by 10,000 Gauchos, who had been 
recruited through the powerful 
Gaucho Association of the Pampas, 
from the surrounding estancias, or 
ranches. 


Expansive! 


Yul Brynner, co-starring with 
Tony Curtis in the multi-million 
dollar Harold Hecht production of 
“Taras Bulba,” the Panavision 
Eastmancolor film opening....... 
at the Theatre, through 
United Artists release, made him- 
self available to everybody when 
filming on location in Argentina. 
He recently found out what his 
friendliness had cost him. 


During the past year, Brynner 
has sent more than 2,000 auto- 
graphed photographs of himself to 
Argentina, at a cost (including 
photographs, stuffers and stamps) 
of $1,240.00! 


After they were recruited, they 
had to be trained to fall off horses, 
play dead, handle sabers, ride mad- 
ly down mountainsides, and in 
various other tricks of movie-mak- 
ing. 

Norma Koch, costume designer, 
had one of the most monumental 
tasks of all. She had to design and 
have delivered to Salta more than 
12,000 individual costumes . . . the 
stars have as many as eight costume 
changes. Since it was impossible to 
get sufficient craftsmen to make all 
the wardrobe in Hollywood, design- 
er Koch had to parcel out her orders 
to Rome, Florence, Madrid and 
New York. 

At one time nine ships were at 
sea from various parts of the world 
bringing movie-making cargo and 
costumes to Buenos Aires for trans- 
shipment to Salta. One huge build- 
ing and several tents were required 
to handle the great wardrobe crates 
of costumes, and a separate clean- 
ing plant was set up to keep cos- 
tumes in condition. 

The art director, Eddie Carrere, 
was sent to Salta months ahead of 
the cast and crew to build the great 
walled city of Dubno, farm houses 
for the Cossacks, barracks and a 
giant 50-acre tent city to house the 
Gauchos, and huge corrals to stable 
the 10,000 horses.
